Boyne City voters will be 
filling out ballots in the hallway 
after action Tuesday at the noon 
meeting of the Boyne City 
Commission. 

The commissioners approved 
the using of a special ballot for 
the advisory vote to decide 
whether the location of the 
proposed historical museum 
should be at the Old City Park 
and whether or not the Chamber 
of Commerce would lye allowed 
to share some of the r#20m at the 
museum. . 

The use of the punch card 
voting machines to ask the same 
questions was denied by the 
state elections commission as 
they said it was illigal and good 
use of public money. The com- 
mission learned about the denial 
last week. 

After a weeks worth of con- 
sideration, the commissioners 
decided the voter still wants to 
provide their input, and agreed 
to hold a special vote in the hall 
next to where the vote will be 
cast in the November election. 
The polling place is the room of 
the City Hall being used for 
Senior Citizens and the Com- 
mission meeting room. 

“I think everyone wants a 


chance to cast an opinion,” said 
Tom Garlock, City Clerk, who 
was acting as the city manager 
while Randy Frykber was at- 
tending a national convention. 
Commissioners agreed and ap- 
proved the request. 

Control over the proposed 
advisory vote will be worked 
out, Garlock said after the 
meeting. He is thinking about a 
plan that would give a ticket or a 
ballot to those who have voted 
in the general election. “Other- 
wise, the ballot box could be 
stuffed by those representing a 
special interest,” he added. 

Garlock said he would be 
trying to borrow some of the 
voting booths from the school to 
set up in the hall. He is working 
on getting a local printer to print 
up the ballot and is looking for 
volunteers to man the polling 
place. 

In other action Tuesday, the 
commissioners agreed to award 
a bid to Hodgekiss and Douma to 
pave 310 feet of Franklin 
Avenue behind the  Litzen- 
burger Place Apartments. The 
bid for doing the work was 
overlooked this past summer 
when the city let bids for many 
other streets improvements. 


Rain wipes out 
Jordan River weir 


Rain throughout the Jordan 
Valley caused the washout of the 
temporary weir recently in- 
stalled in the Jordan River by 
the Rogers Road Bridge. The 
weir was supposed.to help in the 
gathering and the control of 
salmon that were planted in the 
river several years ago. 

According to DNR officials, 
the temporary weir couldn't 
stand the added water pressure 
the rains have created and 
washed the weir out after the 
heavy rainfall last week. 

Steve Swan, the fisheries 
biologist for the area said there 
was.no way it could be repaired

or replaced this season. He also 
said he was hoping the heavy 
spawning runs of the salmon 
were over as he did not like 
seeing the fish getting into the 
upper reaches of the river. 

The river, which was 
designated off limits to fishing 
since the weir was installed, was 
open for fishing but has been 
closed as of today south of the 
Graves Crossing. 

A permanent weir is proposed 
for the Memorial Bridge which 
will help keep spawning runs out 
of the river when it will be con- 
structed next year.

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The. tang of a Northern 
Michigan October morning takes 
me back in time to our potatoe 


digging days. The life on a 
family farm in our part of. the 
state centered around the 
potatoe crop. From the time 
that we had to cut the seed 
potatoes to the time they were 
safely stored or sold in the fall 
our life revolved around 
potatoes-our money crop for the 
year. 

In early spring Papa was busy 
in the wood shed cutting seed 
potatoes; they had to be cut so 
that each piece had 2 eyes in it. 
It took a lot of cutting to seed a 
ten acre field. I remember 


- thinking that it would be so 


much fun to cut seen potatoes 
until I was big enough to do it. 
Then I changed my mind, after 
the first few potatoes it was no 
fun at all. However, I am sure 
that many prosperous dreams of 
the future inspired the cutters of 
seed potatoes through the years. 

Then there was the planting 
time. For many years farmers 
had to plant them with a hand 
planter. I can see Papa now with 
a bag of the cut potatoes on his 
back planting them in perfect 
rows. It was done this way. Fir- 
st the ground had to be worked 
ready for the planting, then 
marked into squares about 3 feet 
apart. This was done by having 
the horses pull a wide marker, 


across the field. 

Then Papa put a solaieed into 
his hand planter, he pushed it in- 
to a corner of each square 
marked out on the ground. By 
pushing the handle forward, it 
opened the planter and left the 
potatoe in the hole, then when 
he pulled the handle back and 
lifted it out, the dirt filled back 
into the hole.. He stepped on it 
and went on to the next square. 
T understand that all of that time 
consuming and hard labor now is 
done almost completely by 
machines. 

Through the 
cultivated them with a horse- 
pulled riding cultivator, then the 
plants had to be sprayed to kill 
the potatoe bugs. This was done 
by hand with a special sprayer 
hung over ones shoulder. By 
mid-summer when the plants 
were in blossom, those perfect 
rows were beautiful to behold. 

Papa had a special horse 
drawn digger to dig the 
potatoes, though I also remem- 
ber him doing it with a potatoe 
fork. Everyone got into the act 
for the harvest. People of all 
ages were out in the field. 
School was let out for a couple of 
weeks and the action began. 
Children were paid on the 
average of 3 cents a bushel to 
pick them up. Many people of 
my generation remember when 
we picked up potatoes to buy

rich aud searched the Sears 
Roebuck Catalog for bright red 
sweaters ete. 

Our appetites were enormous 
during those invigorating days, 
sometimes the weather was hot 
and then cold or rainy. Mother 
cooked chicken every night or 
she might have a big stew or pot 
roast. One would think that we 
would never want to a potatoe 
again. Yet, they are. still the 
number one vegetable on the list 
for our generation. Our king 
vegetables for many reasons, 
they are always a good buy 
(pennies a serving) our best 
source of Vitamin C.  BBé6, 
Magnesium, Copper and Iron. 
They keep good and best of all, 
they are satisfyingly delicious. 

Potatoes are still an 
economical buy even for those of 
us who live alone. I like to cook a 
couple extra potatoes because 
they are so good heated in the 
microwave with a little Italian 
dressing dribbled over them, or 
to put into a potatoe salad. This 
is one I like to make for myself. 
You can do your own thing here, 
putting in ingredients that you 
especially like. 

My Potatoe Salad 

Potatoes cooked and cubed 
legg for every 2 potatoes 
1 tablespoon finely chopped 
onions for 2 potatoes
